Fiscal Court Resolves to Accept County 
Roads 1330 and 1324 Into Road System

The Carlisle County Fiscal 
Court met on October 2, 
2012. The meeting began 
with the approval of the pre¬ 
vious meeting’s minutes and 
the Carlisle County Ambu¬ 
lance Service report by Am¬ 
bulance Service Director 
Wayne Floyd. 

Floyd reported that there 
were 47 advanced life support 
runs, 30 basic life support 
runs, and 30 runs to convales¬ 
cence patients, for a total of 
126 runs for the month. 
County residents were as¬ 
sisted 21 times and two pa¬ 
tients were air lifted. 

For the year the ambulance 
service has taken in $149,964 
in Medicare and regular 
funds. Floyd reported that the 
new 911 billing service has 
taken a great amount of work 
off of the ambulance service, 
as the job of billing has been 
reduced from a six hour a 
week job to 45 minutes. 
Floyd said he is learning how 
to read the reports that the 
911 billing service gives out 
at the end of the month, and 
he will look to see how the 
service can better serve the 
people of the county through 
those reports. 

In the coroner’s report, 
Carlisle County Coroner 
Steve Freeman was not in at¬ 
tendance, but he did present 
the fiscal court for a bill for a 
recent run. With the runs cost¬ 
ing the county nearly $700 
per run, Magistrate Sonny 


Pearson asked if there was a 
way that the county could fix 
and use an out of service am¬ 
bulance and in the end, save 
money on those coroner runs. 

Carlisle County Judge Exec¬ 
utive Greg Terry told Pearson 
and the court that the county 
will get an estimate from 
Scotty Ballard of Ballard Au¬ 
tomotive, and actively pursue 
this idea. 

In the emergency manage¬ 
ment report, Director Carissa 
Viniard told the court that 
Emergency Services and the 
county were waiting on 
money from FEMA. The pa¬ 
perwork was filed and the 
county is just awaiting word. 

In the Carlisle County 
Jailer’s Report, Ronny Owens 
reported that there were three 
inmates in the Hickman 
County Correctional Facility 
and three inmates in the Bal¬ 
lard County Detention Center. 

In the road department re¬ 
port, Carlisle County Road 
Department Supervisor Jerry 
Bowman reported that the 
work on County Line Road 
has progressed, as dirt is 
being moved to rebuild the 
road and brush is beginning 
to be cleared. 

The two cemetery roads 
were built last week, and the 
county is now waiting for the 
right weather to chip and seal 
the roads. However, with 
temperatures expected to dip 
in the upcoming weeks, the 
chipping and sealing of the 
roads will have to wait until 
warmer weather presents it¬ 


self. 

The bridge on 1037 was dis¬ 
cussed. Hays Backhoe and 
Concrete of Cunningham, 
Kentucky, will be working on 
the end of the bridge soon to 
stabilize and fix that problem 
area. 

In the 911/Solid Waste Re¬ 
port, Director Josh Glover re¬ 
ported that there were 198 
calls for service placed at the 
Carlisle County 911 Dispatch 
Center, with 94 of those calls 
being wireless phone calls. 

Glover next recommended 
the county go with Power 
Phone for its dispatching 
needs. Glover, Judge Execu¬ 
tive Terry and Wayne Floyd 
all sat in on a teleconference 
meeting with people at Power 
Phone. 

Power Phone is an emer¬ 
gency medical dispatching 
service that trains dispatchers 
to give citizens in distress, 
step-by-step instructions on 
how to treat their symptoms 
or injuries in that time while 
they are waiting for the am¬ 
bulance service to respond. 

An example would be a dis¬ 
patcher helping a patient as 
they were having a heart at¬ 
tack. As the ambulance serv¬ 
ice begins to make their way 
to the patient’s home, the dis¬ 
patcher would give those in¬ 
structions on how to perform 
self CPR or other life saving 
methods. Ambulance Direc¬ 
tor Wayne Floyd said any tips 
that can be given to the pa¬ 
tient while the ambulance 
service is on their way could 


mean the difference between 
life and death. The county 
would pay a onetime fee of 
$4,400 and that would cover 
the tablet that would be pur¬ 
chased for the system, train¬ 
ing of the dispatchers and 
certification of present and 
future dispatchers. 

In the solid waste report, 
Glover reported that the fall 
clean-up dumpster program 
that happened in August cost 
the county $6,560.00. All of 
the magistrates agreed that 
the program was well worth it 
because of the waste that was 
not dumped in Carlisle 
County creeks and ditches. 
Judge Executive Terry said 
the county will look in to hav¬ 
ing a spring clean-up if the 
funds are available. 

Under new business, the 
county passed resolutions to 
adopt County Roads 1330 
and 1324 into the county road 
systems. 

Ernie Skeritt with the Mil- 
burn Fire Department was in 
attendance and he received 
permission from the fiscal 
court to sell a surplus pumper 
truck to the Columbus Fire 
Department for $3,500. 
Skeritt also received authori¬ 
zation to spend Department 
of Forestry grant money to 
purchase equipment for the 
Milbum Fire Department. 

Transfers and claims were 
accepted and passed and with 
there being no further public 
business, the Carlisle County 
Fiscal Court went into closed 
session to discuss personnel. 


USD A Announces Supplemental Revenue Assistance 
Payments Sign-Up Period for 2011 Crop Losses 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28, 
2012—Farm Service Agency 
Administrator Juan Garcia 
announced today the sign-up 
period for the 2011 crop year 
Supplemental Revenue Assis¬ 
tance Payments (SURE) pro¬ 
gram will open Oct. 22,2012. 
The SURE program is part of 
the Food, Conservation, and 
Energy Act of 2008 (Farm 
Bill). Under the 2008 Farm 
Bill, SURE authorizes assis¬ 
tance to farmers and ranchers 
who suffered crop losses 
caused by natural disasters 
occurring through Sept. 30, 
2011. 

“Any eligible producer who 
suffered losses during the 
2011 crop year is encouraged 
to visit a local FSA office to 
learn more about the SURE 
program and how to apply,” 
said Garcia. 

As of Sept. 30,2011, the De¬ 
partment’s authority to oper¬ 


ate the SURE program ex¬ 
pired along with four other, 
important disaster assistance 
programs: the Livestock In¬ 
demnity Program (LIP); the 
Emergency Assistance for 
Livestock, Honey Bees, and 
Farm-Raised Fish (ELAP); 
the Livestock Forage Disaster 
Program (LFP); and the Tree 
Assistance Program (TAP). 
Production losses due to dis¬ 
asters occurring after Sept. 
30, 2011, are not eligible for 
disaster program coverage. 
To be eligible for SURE, a 
farm or ranch must have: 

• At least a 10-percent pro¬ 
duction loss on a crop of eco¬ 
nomic significance; 

• A policy or plan of insur¬ 
ance under the Federal Crop 
Insurance Act or the Nonin¬ 
sured Crop Disaster Assis¬ 
tance Program (NAP) for all 
economically significant 
crops; 


• Been physically located in a 
county that was declared a 
primary disaster county or 
contiguous county by the 
Secretary of Agriculture 
under a Secretarial Disaster 
Designation. Without a Sec¬ 
retarial Disaster Designation, 
individual producers may be 
eligible if the actual produc¬ 
tion on the farm is less than 
50 percent of the normal pro¬ 
duction on the farm due to a 
natural disaster. A “farm” for 
SURE purposes means the 
entirety of all crop acreage in 
all counties that a producer 
planted or intended to be 
planted for harvest for normal 
commercial sale or on-farm 
livestock feeding, including 
native and improved grass¬ 
land intended for haying. 

Producers considered so¬ 
cially disadvantaged, a begin¬ 
ning farmer or rancher, or a 
limited resource farmer may 


be eligible for SURE without 
a policy or plan of insurance 
or NAP coverage. 

Farmers and ranchers inter¬ 
ested in signing up must do so 
before the June 7, 2013 dead¬ 
line.

A Woman's Instinct Works 
Well From Treestands , Too!

My story ends with a big 
buck down, but it begins with 
this huntress making a judg¬ 
ment call that some hunters 
won't believe. 

As the 2012 bow season ap¬ 
proached, every hunter who 
had put time and effort into 
preparing for the upcoming 
season was very concerned 
about the extreme drought 
plaguing our area. 

Our crops were hurting, the 
water sources were scarce, 
and the food plots were in 
poor condition until a little re¬ 
lief finally showed its face. 

A couple of weeks before 
hunting season we finally re¬ 
ceived some much needed 
rain. It was too little, too late 
for crops in the fields, but just 
right for clover and turnip 
food plots to begin producing 
luscious greens deer can't re¬ 
sist. 

Trail cameras we'd had 
placed several months before 
the start of the season re¬ 


vealed no sign of the monster 
that made its appearance the 
first evening of my first 
bowhunt for the season. 

At first, a small buck made 
its rounds, which got me ex¬ 
cited and ready. Later, the ex¬ 
citement continued when I 
heard rustling behind me. 

From atop my 20-foot-tall, 
lock-on stand, I turned slowly 
to see four bucks walking out 
of the woods and onto the 
food plot. 

The second buck in the 
group was a real bruiser! 

As the bucks began to walk 
onto the field, I prepared to 
draw my bow, but my safety 
harness strap prohibited me 
from turning far enough. 

My heart was pounding and 
my hands were shaking, 
partly from adrenaline and 
partly from frustration. I just 
knew I was going to miss my 
opportunity! 

The largest buck finally 
moved to a place where I was 
able to draw my Mathews 
Jewel and take aim. But I 
couldn't get a shot I was com¬ 
fortable with, so I let down 
the string. The massive buck 
eventually walked about 45 


yards away and I drew again, 
but my inner voice said, don't 
mess up and try to shoot. If 
you do, you WILL miss and 
you'll NEVER see this buck 
again. 

Once again, I relaxed my 
draw and let my bow down. 
Then, I had to watch help¬ 
lessly as the buck simply 
walked away. I couldn't be¬ 
lieve I'd just let this buck of a 
lifetime leave without at¬ 
tempting a shot. I was afraid 
I'd never live this down, and 
my decision would haunt me 
the rest of my life. Still, my 
instinct told me I'd made the 
better choice. As it turned out, 
my instinct was exactly right. 

The next week we finally 
got a picture of this buck on a 
trail camera, and I was re¬ 
lieved to know it was still in 
the area. Eight days after its 
first appearance, I was re¬ 
warded for trusting my in¬ 
stinct, as I sat in my stand 
with the sun blazing down, 
conditions became favorable 
for my big buck to make an 
appearance. At 5:45 p.m., it 
did. 

This time, the buck ap¬ 
proached my stand at a much 
slower pace and better angle. 
I was going to get my second 
chance! When it stopped at 
20 yards broadside, I released 
my arrow and watched it pass 
completely through the buck. 
Incredible! I couldn't have 
asked for an easier shot. 

I truly believe this second 
opportunity was given to me 
because I didn't take a chance 
at wounding, spooking or 
missing the buck the previous 
week. Patience and faith paid 
off for this Kentucky girl. I 
couldn't be prouder of the 
way I trusted my instincts to 
eventually take this beautiful 
167-inch 10-pointer.

This week's inspiration from scripture 
verses Mark 9: 38-50: Salt was very 
valuable hundreds of years ago. Wages 
were paid in salt and slaves were 
purchased with it. More wars have been 
fought over salt than over gold. S 
alt is essential to good life and helps 
maintain the body’s internal mecha¬ 
nisms. It’s no wonder Jesus used it in a 
metaphor to help explain how people are 
supposed to live.

The Drug Enforcement Ad¬ 
ministration (DEA) National 
Prescription Drug Take-Back 
Day will be held from 10 a.m. 
until 2 p.m. on Saturday at lo¬ 
cations throughout the state. 
The service is free and anony¬ 
mous, and no questions will 
be asked of people dropping 
off medications. 

Drug overdoses kill more 
than 1,000 Kentuckians annu¬ 
ally, but new data from the 


FRANKFORT, Ky. (Sept. 
28, 2012) - Governor Steve 
Beshear and First Lady Jane 
Beshear today urged Ken¬ 
tuckians to protect them¬ 
selves against flu this season. 

The Governor and First 
Lady received their influenza 
vaccinations from the staff of 
First Onsite Clinics, which 
provide health care services 
for state employees in sev¬ 
eral state office clinics. 

“We make sure to get our 
flu shots because it’s the best 
way to prevent the illness,” 
Gov. Beshear said. “It’s a 
simple way to help keep 
yourself and your family 
healthy.” 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention rec¬ 
ommends that everyone 6 
months and older get a flu 
vaccine each year. For some 
people, it’s especially impor¬ 
tant to get vaccinated.

Farm for sale...can’t pay the 
estate taxes! Hopefully, this 
doesn’t sound familiar. 
However, with land prices 
reaching new highs every 
month and tax laws chang¬ 
ing almost as often, families 
must plan for this transition. 

Making plans to transfer as¬ 
sets from one generation to 


the next is not usually a 
pleasant task. It involves 
some very emotional sub¬ 
jects, specifically death and 
money, and you’ll probably 
have to ask yourself some 
tough questions that don’t 
have easy answers. Ques¬ 
tions like, ‘will the farm 
have to be sold to pay the es¬ 
tate taxes’, or ‘how can I di¬ 
vide my property fairly 
between my children’, or 
‘how can I make sure the 
farming operation continues 


after I’m gone and every¬ 
thing is divided’. 

All of those are tough ques¬ 
tions and the easiest thing to 
do is nothing.

Lexington, KY , September 
25, 2012 - Agriculture Secre¬ 
tary Tom Vilsack announced 
that Hispanic and women 
farmers and ranchers who al¬ 
lege discrimination by the 
USD A in past decades can 
file claims between Septem¬ 
ber 24, 2012 and March 25,

for each Hispanic or female 
farmer and rancher who can 
prove that USD A denied their 
applications for loan or loan 
servicing assistance for dis¬ 
criminatory reasons for cer¬

As announced in February 
2011, the voluntary claims 
process will make available at 
least $1.33 billion for cash 


awards and tax relief pay¬ 
ments, plus up to $160 mil¬ 
lion in farm debt relief, to 
eligible Hispanic and women 
farmers and ranchers.

PSC Opens Case to Consider whether to Overlay or Split Area Code 270 


FRANKFORT, Ky. (Sept. 27, 
2011) - The Kentucky Public 
Service Commission (PSC) 
has opened a proceeding that 
will lead to the creation of a 
new area code in all or a por¬ 
tion of the current area code 
270, which covers western 
Kentucky. 

In an order issued in late Au¬ 
gust, the PSC said that it had 
been notified by the North 
American Numbering Plan 
Administrator (NANPA) that 
area code 270 is projected to 
run out of available numbers 
by the third quarter of 2014. 
NANPA, which oversees the 
distribution of phone num¬ 
bers and assigns area codes, 
subsequently revised that 
forecast to project number ex¬ 
haustion by the first quarter of 
2014. 

The PSC will consider two 
options for creating the new 
area code. A telecommunica¬ 
tions industry group con¬ 
vened by NANPA 
recommended an overlay, 
which would create a second 
area code - 364 - in the same 
territory now covered by area 
code 270. The second option 
is a split, which would assign 


area code 364 to a portion of 
the current area code 270 ter¬ 
ritory. 

An overlay would permit re¬ 
tention of all current 270 
numbers, but would require 
10-digit dialing for local calls. 
A split would retain seven¬ 
digit dialing for local calls, 
but would require both wire¬ 
less and landline customers 
within about half the current 
area code to change their 
phone numbers. 

The PSC will conduct public 
meetings throughout the area 
code 270 territory in October 
to provide information about 
the options and to receive 
public comment. The loca¬ 
tions and dates of the meet¬ 
ings will be announced in 
early October. 

In addition, PSC staff will be 
available to make presenta¬ 
tions to local governments, 
chambers of commerce, civic 
groups and other organiza¬ 
tions. To schedule a presenta¬ 
tion, contact Andrew 
Melnykovych, public infor¬ 
mation officer for the PSC. 

This is the second time in six 
years that the PSC has ad¬ 
dressed a projected number 


shortage in area code 270. A 
similar proceeding was initi¬ 
ated in July 2006. 

In May 2007, the PSC or¬ 
dered the creation of a new 
area code - designated by 
NANPA as 364 - in the west¬ 
ern half of area code 270. 
Area code 270 was created in 
1999 by splitting area code 
502. 

However, that split never 
took effect. The projected 
number exhaustion date for 
area code 270 was extended 
several times as the result of 
changes in the number as¬ 
signment process and a re¬ 
duction in demand for new 
numbers due to a slowing 
economy. 

After postponing the imple¬ 
mentation date five times, the 
PSC in December 2010 re¬ 
scinded the decision and left 
area code 270 as is. Area code 
364 has been retained for fu¬ 
ture use in western Kentucky. 

The need for new area codes 
arises when there are no 
longer enough blocks of new 
numbers to distribute to 
telecommunication providers. 
In area code 270, numbers are 
distributed in blocks of 1,000,

known as NXX-X blocks. 

That has not always been the 
case. Prior to May 2007, 
numbers in area code 270 
were distributed in blocks of 
10,000, known as NXX 
blocks. Because a company 
may not need to use all of the 
numbers in a code or block, 
the use of the smaller group¬ 
ings reduces the quantity of 
numbers that are assigned but 
unused and can slow the pace 
of number exhaustion. 

The PSC in 2001 had re¬ 
quested that the Federal Com¬ 
munication Commission 
(FCC) change number alloca¬ 
tion in area code 270 to the 
smaller blocks in order to ex¬ 
tend the life of the area code. 
It wasn’t until May 2007, a 
few hours after the PSC is¬ 
sued an order to split the area 
code, that the FCC granted 
the request. 

Once the number assign¬ 
ment was switched to the 
smaller blocks, telecommuni¬ 
cation providers were re¬ 
quired to return unused 
1,000-number blocks to 
NANPA for reallocation. That 
significantly extended the life 
of area code 270, leading to 


the eventual cancellation of 
the split. 

When it cancelled the split, 
the PSC said all options will 
be examined when a new area 
code is needed in the future. 

The industry group that rec¬ 
ommended the overlay did 
not support any alternative 
options and thus did not ex¬ 
press a preference for a divid¬ 
ing line in the event that the 
PSC chooses to split area 
code 270. 

In 2007, the PSC split area 
code 270 on a north-south 
line Cities designated to re¬ 
main in area code 270 in¬ 
cluded Bowling Green, 
Columbia, Glasgow, Eliza¬ 
bethtown and Owensboro. 
Area code 364 was to cover 
the western portion of the cur¬ 
rent area code 270, including 
the cities of Henderson, Hop¬ 
kinsville, Madisonville, Mur¬ 
ray and Paducah. 

There is no assurance that 
another split would follow the 
same dividing line. The PSC 
has not scheduled an eviden¬ 
tiary hearing in the case, and 
will not do unless one be¬ 
comes necessary. 

Public comments addressing 


the telecommunications in¬ 
dustry proposal for an overlay 
must be submitted to the PSC 
by November 16. 

Anyone wishing to make 
comments can submit them 
by mail to the PSC at P.O. 
Box 615, Frankfort, KY 
40602, by fax to 502-564- 
9625, or by e-mail from the 
PSC website. Comments also 
may be submitted in person at 
the PSC offices.
